It was not until I really be- 
came acquainted with him that I 
found that there was something ex- 
traordinary about him. 

In spite of the fact that he has 
been so seriously handicapped all of 
his life, he is just a natural boy. 
He does not expect you to make al- 
lowance for his affliction or do more 
for him than you would for any nor 
mil boy. He figures that be is fully 
ible l care of himself physi- 

cally and mentally with his asso- 
for as he well expresses him- 
self, "The great God has ^iv-en me 
strength, a healthy body and a 
mind and I must make the most out
